REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As indicated 
in the first office action on the merits mailed on 01/09/2007 the applicant recites a 
spacer layer which is made of an amorphous rather than a polymeric material and is 
thinner than those found in the prior art. Claims 8 and 19 were allowed indicated as 
allowable after applicant rewrote the claims in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. In the amended claims 
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received on 10/26/2007, the applicant has put the limitation that the intermediate layer 
be formed to a thickness of 0.3 i^m to 3 ^m into independent claims 1 and 1 1 as well. 
This amendment renders the independent claims 1 and 1 1 and all claims which depend 
from them allowable.
